As Students returned to cam- 
pus this year there were quite a few 
surprises that popped up, but none 
was more of a shock than the newly 
increased paricing fees for all lots on 
campus. With no warning students 
who had budgeted the usual amount 
of money to park their vehicles on 
campus were not only shocked, but 
many were appalled at what many 
said to be an 'astronomical increase'. 

As of September of this year, 
fees for reserved and general park- 
ing have almost doubled. Immedi- 
ately upon hearing about the new fees 
students began raising questions 
about the necessity and the purpose 
for the new fees. 

As most of you are aware, es- 
pecially those with vehicles who 
drive in from off-campus on a daily 
basis, the parking lots here at 
Laurentian are anything but pictur- 
esque. Finally addressing the situa- 
tion of the sub-par parking lots, a 
group of representatives met last June 
to assess the parking lot situation. 
The groups represented were the 
SGA, LUFA, LUSU, Security, 
ALPS, Laurentian Faculty, 
LUAPSA, and Feds. 

The group of representatives 
decided that the parking lots had to 
be upgraded as soon as possible. The 
only problem is that the only way 
they could afford this total renova- 
tion was by increasing parking fees 
for not only students, but also admin- 
istration. 

In the past, the parking fees 
here at Laurentian have been the low- 
est of any post-secondary institution 
in Ontario. Just for comparison: The 
University of Toronto charges $72. 1 
per month for general parking and 
$120.45 for restricted. These figures 
almost matched Laurentian 's figures 
for yearly parking. Laurentian cur- 
rently charges $10.41 for general and

$20.83 for restricted, per month. 

The original plan had been to 
increase the fees gradually over a 
three or four year period, raising the 
fees by approximately 20% per year. 
The committee discussed this, but 
felt it better to simply increase it in 
one big hike and get it over with. The 
committee and the school felt that 
this was the best way to go about the 
increase. According to the commit- 
tee students & staff can be assured 
that there will be no more discussion 
of increases until September 2004. 
It is at that time the fee structure will 
be reviewed to consider inflation 
costs. 

Now to answer the question 
of just what kind of improvements 
this increase will be paying for. 
Lambda would like to stress that the 
improvements you have been seeing 
around campus (paving, landscap- 
ing) are not connected to the park- 
ing fees. The profit earned from the 
sale of parking passes is funneled 
directly back into the maintenance 
and improvements of the parking 
lots. 

The greatest improvement to 
be made will be increased safety and 



security for the parking lots. Lot 15, 
lovingly known through campus as 
The Pit, will have new lighting fix- 
tures installed, and more security 
cameras. This lot is not the favorite 
of most students to travel to after 
dark, and hopefully the new im- 
provements will make it a safer en- 
vironment as well as making the stu- 
dents feel more at ease walking to 
their car at anytime of the day or 
night. 

A plan has been set in mo- 
tion by Security and Parking called 
"The Five- Year Parking Plan". This 
plan outlines all the improvements, 
upgrades and ideas that are planned 
for every parking structure at 
Laurentian. A copy can be obtained 
from the Security and Parking Dept. 

Due to the length of the plan. 
Lambda cannot print the entire plan, 
but a small excerpt should help vali- 
date the increase as well as show you 
that there are many plans in effect. 

Renovations for Lot 1 
(Fraiser Parking Lot) 

- Upgrades to the existing granular 
base 

- Placement of asphalt to entire 1.12 



hectare gravel parking lot 

- Improvements to existing land- 
scaped areas(may include low 
shrubbery and installation of irriga- 
tion system) 

Estimated asphalt cost: $140,000 

- Landscaping cost: $30,000 

The overall expected cost is 
for the entire 5 Year renovation plan 
is $870,000. 

So as you see, this is a major 
undertaking which will greatly im- 
prove not only the appearance of 
Laurentian, but will also help stu- 
dents and staff feel safer when leav- 
ing night classes. "People see the 
lots as second rate and we don't want 
that. The students are number one," 
said Larry Denomme, Chief of 
Laurentian Security, He went on to 
apologize for not advertising the in- 
crease better than they did as a 
number of delays prevented them 
from sending notices out with the 
registration packages. If you have 
any further questions they can be 
directed to Larry Denomme at 675- 
4882. Laurentian is a fine school 
and it deserves parking it can be 
proud of.

University can bring a lot of 
new frustrations to students. One of 
the most stressful is. ..no, not stand- 
ing in line at the registrar or the Pub... 
it's the Frosh 1 5 (or as us upper years 
refer to it. ..winter weight). Body 
image is important to many students 
and gaining a little extra weight can 
be a very upsetting time. Snacking 
while studying, ordering late night 
pizza, eating at 'The Greasy', and fre- 
quently spending your grocery 
money at the Pub will easily add a 
few pounds to your midsection. The 
average student requires between 
2000 and 3000 kcal a day. These 
calories are best selected from a va- 
riety of low fat, high nutrient foods 
to maintain proper functioning in the 
body. Students tend to have a very 
different diet from the recommenda- 
tions of the Canada Food Guide. 

Alcohol is a macro-nutrient, 
which means that it does have calo- 
ries our body needs, but it lacks vita- 
mins and minerals. Calories provide 
necessary energy for our bodies; 
however, the 7 kcal (Calories) found 
in ONE gram of alcohol have no 
other beneficial nutrients. A one- 
ounce shot contains around 80-90 
kcal. To determine the exact number 
of calories in your beverage of 
choice, follow this formula: .8 x 
proof X # ounces. 

After adding all six or seven 
drinks you may have any given night, 
you can see your caloric intake

quickly rising. Another point to con- 
sider, alcohol slows the absorption of 
nutrients and stores fat from the post- 
bar pizza or KD in your adipose tis- 
sue. Alcohol also alters your ability 
to determine whether or not you're 
actually hungry. 

The high fat content of 
sweets, hamburgers, French fries and 
pizza greatly contribute to the bulge 
growing on your belly. Fats have 9 
kcal per gram and are easily stored 
in the body until the time they may 
be needed. There are different types 
of fat: saturated, monounsaturated 
and polyunsaturated. These are es- 
sential parts of our diet because some 
nutrients cannot be absorbed without 
them; however, overdosing on them 
is hard on your body, heart and your 
clothes. I'm not saying to give up 
fats, just eat them in moderation to 
prevent weight gain and health prob- 
lems. Remember that 3500 kcal is 
equal to one pound of fat. 

Overloading on carbohy- 
drates (pasta, bread, cake) can be det- 
rimental to your body shape as well 
(unless you are training and on a spe- 
cific high carb. diet). The sugars and 
starches found in these foods collect 
and get stored as fat if they are not 
used. Students tend to not eat enough 
vegetables or fruits either. This may 
be because your mom tortured you 
with them and now you refuse to eat 
broccoli, or it could be because we 
are starving students who cannot af- 
ford the expense of fruits over the 
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winter. Either way, it's important for 
our bodies to somehow get vegeta- 
bles and fruits for essential nuunents. 

Now that you've heard how 
bad the student diet is, I'll share some 
good news with you. There are thou- 
sands of ways to prevent that beer, 
ice cream, and fried egg sandwich 
from going to your hips/waist. It's 
very easy to counteract the evil extra 
calories; all you need is a better diet 
and a little exercise! Try eating less 
high fat foods, and more veggies and 
grains. Exercise will definitely pre- 
vent the fat build up and give tonnes 
of other health benefits as well. It 
will lower risk of cardiovascular dis- 
ease, decrease susceptibility to colds, 
and increase your energy level. 

Laurentian offers many op- 
portunities to get active on campus. 
Join intramurals (basketball is just 
starting), walk the trails behind the 
track, go for a swim at Nepawan 
beach, work out in rez, follow a fit- 
ness video with a friend, or come 
over the PHED building. The phys. 
Ed. Building really isn't' as scary as 
it may seem; there's lots of activities 
to try including; pool, cardio room, 
weight room, the gym and bouldering 
room. The best part.. .it's free for stu- 
dents. If you are unsure about the 
equipment or programs offered ask 
around and someone should help 
you. Most importantly, get active to 
avoid the Frosh 15 from attacking 
you.
